fred Academy in Western New York, 
and after a prejieratory course entered 
Harvard University. He ia a graduate 
of the university and of Harvani Law 
School, class of ’♦». Immediately after 
leaving college he came to l.sMjiaville 
and entered the law office of Judge 
John M. Harlan, now Justice of the Su- 
preme Court of the United States. 
For many years he was Justice Har- 
lan’s law partner and was associated 
with him in many prominent legal cas- 
es. Since Justice Harlan has been in 
Washington Mr. Willson has practice<l 
almost exclusively in the United States 
court. Recently he formed a law part- 
nership with Judge William G. Hearing 
and Arthur E. Hopkins. The firm oc- 
cupies a suite of handsome offices on 
the seventh floor of the new,l’aul Jones 
building. 

Mr. Willson has always been an ear- 
nest republican, as he said in his cam- 
l>aign speeches, "1 hollered for Fre- 
mont in ’M. ” In many Kentucky and 
national political campaigns he has been 
prominent. He took the stump for 
Judge Harlan in the latter’s race for 
the governorship and years later in the 
Hamsun, McKinley and Roosevelt po- 
litical campaigns. He was nominated 
and defeateif three times for Congress 
in the Louisville district, in the years 
1HK4, iNXh and ISWJ. then ho|«lessly 
democratic, and succeeiled in cutting 
down the democratic majority each 
time. In liosi be was nominated for 
Congisasand was elected by a majority 
of tf7 votca, but was counted out by a 
change of ballots in one precinct in the 
luth ward and at Fisherville, which 
gave his opimnent a majority of 142.

The members of the bar and the Joth- 
er i.tli 'ers of the Lincoln circuit court 
being desirous of placing on record a 
trioute to the memory of their deceas- 
ed friend and associate. Judge Richard 
C. Warren, do respectfully request that 
the court cause to be entered on its re- 
cords this as an expression of their es- 
timation of the man: 

Richard Crutchfield Warren, a son of 
J. F. and Maria Crutchfield Warren, 
was born on the fourth day of April, 
1841, in what was then a part of Lin- 
coln county, Kentucky, but which was 
on the formation of Boyle county, Ken- 
tucky, included in that county. He re 
ceived his academic education in Center 
College and graduated therefrom in 
June. 1862. After a time devoted to 
teaching in the Preparatory Depart- 
ment of the College he became a stu- 
dent in the Law Department of the 
the University of Louisville and in 
.March, I8*i6, received from that insti- 
tution a diploma with the degree of 
Bachelor of Law. Within a few weeks 
thereafter he located in Stanford and 
engaged in his chosen calling of the 
practice of law and was admitted by 
this court as a member of its bar. In 
August, 1870, he was elected for the 
term of four years to the office of coun- 
ty attorney for Lincoln county. He 
served in that office for the full term of 
four years. 

In 1880 he was elected for the term 
of six years to the office of Common- 
wealth’s Attorney for the Eighth Judi- 
cial District of Kentucky, of which Lin- 
coln county was then a part. That of- 
tlce he filled for the full term. In 1889 
he was elected as the Representative 
of Lincoln county in the General As- 
sembly of the Commonwealth of Ken- 
tucky and served for the term. In 189.’! 
be was appointed Master Commissioner 
of the Lincoln Circuit Court and held 
that office II years. . 

In 1905 he was elected to the office of 
Judge of the Lincoln County Court and 
was an incumbent of that office at the 
time of his death, which was on Noy. 
1st, 1907. 

This epitome of some of his connec- 
tions with the public affairs of the coun- 
ty shows in itself, the place he held in 
the hearts of the' people of this county. 

He was married on the 9th day of 
January, 1872, to Miss Charlotte L. 
Duncan and is survived by her and five 
daughters and one son. His wife was 
a devoted helpmeet and their children 
are worthy of their parentage. 

H»was fondly esteemed by those 
.who knew him; trusted by those who 
gave him places of trust, loved by his 
friends, adored by the wife he married 
and the children he nurtured. His final 
leave has left an empty space. He will 
be remembered. His name will be re- 
called by young men of to-day long af- 
ter they shall have (tassed into the yel- 
low leaf and it will be mentioned re- 
spectfully and tenderly. 

He was a just man; sincere in his at- 
tachments, warm in his friendships. 
He was without guile, innocent of de- 
ceit, devoid of duplicity. He was art- 
less and confiding, despised shams, hy- 
pocrisy and fraud. He was strong in 
mental convictions, conservative in 
judgment and unmovable from .moral 
principle. 

He was, of course, not perfect, but 
whatever may have been his imperfec- 
tions they were almost entirely hidden 
by his kindly courtesy, unwearied pa- 
tience and charity toward his fellow 
man. 

Truly has Lincoln county lost a most 
excellent public servant and the com- 
munity a citizen full worthy of the hon- 
ors bestowed upon him.
